TRADE UNION UNEMPLOYMENT RETURNS. 


The only regular records of unemployment available in comparable form over a considerable period 
are the quarterly percentages reported by trade unions to the Commonwealth Statistician. The membership 
of the reporting unions consists predominantly of males, and represents at present about 56 per cent. of the 
total trade union membership and between 20 and 25 per cent. of all wage and salary earners. For some States 
the returns are a more representative sample than for others. This table, therefore, should not be read as 
indicating the relative degree of unemployment amongst unionists in the individual States but as an indication 
of trend of unemployment as reported by secretaries of trade unions.

PRIMARY PRODUCTION PRICE INDEXES. 


The annual index-numbers in the following table have been recomputed to the base average 3 years 
ended June, 1939 = 1,000 from the revised series published in Production Bulletin No. 36, Part I]. They are 
based in general on prices realized in the principal markets of Australia. 

The monthly index-numbers (based on the nearest equivalent wholesale price quotations) are intended 
progressively to forecast the point which the annual index-numbers ‘will eventually reach, and so provide a 
preliminary figure for the latest full year pending the completion of the annual census of production. The 
preliminary index-numbers will be revised as each production census is completed.

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WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX. 


BASIC MATERIALS AND FOODSTUFFS. 


The construction of this new index has been made possible by the collection of new data on prices 
and consumption. Both in contents and method of computation it differs from the Melbourne Index of 
General Wholesale Prices. ‘The price quotations have in the main been obtained directly from manufacturers 
and dealers, and, with a few important exceptions, from Melbourne sources. Apart from home-produced 
building materials, coal and one or two minor commodities, however, the price movements may be taken 
as representative of fluctuations in wholesale prices of basic materials in most Australian markets. The 
weighting system adopted is based on average annual consumption during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 
inclusive.

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WHOLESALE TRADE. 


An indication. of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, nor do they necessarily cover a constant 
proportion of all trade. The effects of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable 
and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degree. 
Insufficient information is available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on this account, 
but endeavour is being made to obtain data that will permit approximate adjustments. Monthly 
totals are compiled on a basis comparable with the monthly averages for preceding years. 

An index of activity in New South Wales is afforded by monthly returns of the sales of 42 large factories.

in co-operation with the Commonwealth Bank, collects returns from a number of large Sydney stores. In 
Queensland, returns are collected by the Bureau of Industry from twelve large department stores in Brisbane 
Because of the relatively rapid development of chain store business, it is 
uncertain to what extent the department store figures are representative of all retail trade.

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BANK CLEARINGS. 


In the absence of statistics of debits to customers’ accounts, bank clearings form a useful index of the 
money-value of cheque payments. Since they do not include cheques deposited in the banks on which they are 
drawn, the figures are not exhaustive, and their comparability 1 1S sometimes impaired by the effects of banking 
amalgamations. Cheque clearings connected with the redemption or issue of Treasury Bills have been excluded 
from the following table, but adjustments have not been made for other sporadic transactions concerned with 
public finance. Statistics of debits to customers’ accounts from September, 1945 are shown on page 37.
